DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 2, 6, 7, 9, 11-15, 17 and 18 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 5/31/05. 

2. It is noted that the following action is based on the application as filed on 7/7/03 
and the reply to the election filed on 5/3 1/05. 

3. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

7. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10, 16, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. A gun owner (i.e. a person) 
is non-statutory subject matter and cannot be claimed.

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distincUy 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10, 16, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

10. Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10, 16, 19 and 20 are rejected as failing to define the invention in 
the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence 
form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

1 1 . The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

12. For example claim 1 recites the limitations "the chamber", "the other end" "the 
cross drilled hole", "the gun bore diameter", etc. etc. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for these limitations in the claim. It is unclear whether applicant intends the terms 
within the parentheses to be included or excluded as part of the scope of the claim. It is 
unclear whether applicant intends the gun to be included or excluded by the claim 
language. Applicant continually changes between tenses and terms and inserting 
narratives in the claim language making the claims generally confusing and impossible to 
determine what is included or excluded by the claim language. The terms "standard",

"small", "similar", etc. in the claims are relative terms which renders the claims 
indefinite. The terms are not defined by the claims, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

13. Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10, 16, 19 and 20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by 
the claim language. This claim is an omnibus type claim.
